annual general meetings and elsewhere on the importance of management as a factor in the 

national economy. Management as a concept means making the maximum eftiective use of resources 
in men, money, materials, machines and methods. Management in practice can be divided into two 
clearly distinguishable functions. One of these is the technical function which arises from the vast 
and increasing specialization of skills and techniques; the other springs from the first and has been 
given urgency and importance by its rapid development — it is the art of direction, co-ordination and 
control at every level; it consists of managing the experts in all skills as well as the possessors of 
none. The greatly increased provision for technical and technological training and research in our 
schools, colleges and other institutions is meeting the needs of the first function. But the best of 
research and technical skills can be wasted without proper application and use; and industrial 
techniques are not sufficient in themselves for high productive efficiency. It is here that the second 
or general management function assumes special significance. 


I: RECENT YEARS there has been an increasing emphasis in the press, on public platforms, at 


In 1944 a group of forward-thinking industrialists, under the chairmanship of Sir Cecil Weir, 
recommended that (with Government support) a central Institute of Management should be estab- 
lished, working in close co-operation with interested bodies in various specialized fields, to provide 
a service which would raise the standards of management practice in this country and would increase 
the numbers, quality and capacity of British managers. This recommendation was endorsed in 
1946 by a committee set up by the Board of Trade under the chairmanship of Sir Clive Baillieu 
(now Lord Baillieu), Chairman of the Dunlop Rubber Company and then President of the Federation 
of British Industries. Among the prominent members of this committee were the late Lord Lever- 
hulme, the late Sir Frederick Bain (then Deputy Chairman of Imperial Chemical Industries), the 
late Mr. Samuel Courtauld and the late Sir Archibald McKinstry (then Deputy Chairman of Babcock 
& Wilcox Limited). 


The B.I.M. was formally set up in 1947 and from the outset has enjoyed the support of both 
sides of industry, represented on its Council by the F.B.I., the T.U.C. and the Boards of nationalized 
undertakings. In 1957, after an informal association of several years, the long-established Institute 
of Industrial Administration, with its large body of professional members, was integrated with the 


B.1.M. 


In its early days, the Institute received substantial grants from the Government but these have 
diminished with the growth of its income from industry and commerce. It is now virtually independ- 
ent of financial aid from the Government and supported by its subscriptions from companies and 
other organizations, by subscriptions from individual members, by fees for conferences, courses 
and other external activities, and by the sale of publications. 


The Institute’s ultimate aim is, quite simply, better management for the nation. Following 
closely the recommendations of the Weir and Baillieu Committees, the B.I.M. has undertaken as

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its main functions: 


The systematic assembling of a classified body of knowledge 
relating to the principles and methods of management and of 
information about current practices; and research with a view 
to identifying and defining basic principles. 

The stimulation of education and training for management 
by the development of improved methods of teaching; the holding 
of experimental courses; the promotion of new and improved 
facilities in appropriate educational establishments; the ad- 
ministration, jointly with the Ministry of Education, of the 
National Scheme in Management Studies; the provision of 
informaticn on or for companies’ internal training schemes. 

The dissemination of information about management principles 
and methods through a wide range of activities including con- 
ferences, courses, seminars, reports on management practices 
and the publication of the results of surveys and special studies, 

Co-operation with and assistance to the many specialized 
bodies concerned with particular features of management. 

The development of professional standards in management. 

Co-ordination and representation of British management 
activities in the international field. 


Information and Research 


I should like as far as I can within this restricted space to elaborate 
on some of these matters and I take first our work on information 
and research. The Institute maintains the widest contacts with the 
managements of concerns of all types and sizes throughout industry, 
coramerce and the public services, both in the United Kingdom and 
overseas; it acts as a clearing house of information between them, 
giving all an opportunity to share their experience and thereby learn 
from each other. In fact, the more enlightened the management of an 
organization, the readier it is to review and improve upon its own 
practices and to make its knowledge available for the benefit of others. 


The Institute’s information service, which is drawn from this 
comprehensive and in some ways unique body of knowledge, assembled 
over the years, covers general management (that is, organization, 
planning, co-ordination, direction and control), as well as the manage- 
ment aspects of production, marketing, human relations, education 
and training, finance, accountancy, economics and statistics, and the 
office. Several thousand inquiries on these subjects are handled each 
year. There are, of course, many questions which extend beyond the 
field of any one function of management and these require top manage- 
ment decision. The B.I.M. takes this fully into account and offers an 
integrated approach. 


Much of the information available takes the form of documents 
issued as management practice reports and information summaries 
which are periodically revised and re-issued. The subjects of these 
documents are of current and often pressing concern, many of them

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relating to practice in fields where no systematized knowledge has 
previously been assembled. 


Demands on our information service are dealt with in a number of 
different ways. An inquiry may be answered ‘off the shelf’ by direct 
reference to published literature or to the Institute’s own documenta- 
tion. If the question cannot be answered directly in this way, the 
inquirer may be put into direct contact with others known to have 
been concerned with the same problem. For instance, for a company 
seeking information on warehousing organization, the Institute may 
arrange visits to the warehouses of four or five others. Again, where 
an inquiry touches on a problem which would seem to be relevant to 
a wider circle, a survey may be conducted to obtain case material on 
the practice of several other organizations. If the problem posed is 
too complex to be dealt with in any of these ways, or arises out of a 
new development which is likely to be of general interest, it may be 
treated as a project for research. In such a case a research worker 
may be employed to assemble all the relevant information and prepare 
a report; or a study group may be set up to clarify the problem and 
make recommendations or even formulate a solution. By these latter 
methods, the Institute has dealt with such subjects as labour turnover, 
the incidence, cost and control of absenteeism, accounting and 
invoicing methods, management statistics, interfirm comparison, 
business forecasting, stock control, selling to industry and efficiency 
comparisons within large organizations. Some of the studies may have 
resulted in new documentation or publication and they all contribute 
to the Institute’s basic fund of management knowledge. 


The Institute’s information service also includes a reference and 
lending library which is the largest and most comprehensive library of 
management literature in Europe. Apart from published work from 
all over the world, it holds a considerable amount of unpublished 
material resulting partly from the Institute’s own studies and partly 
from the generous gifts of companies and other organizations. Techni- 
cal and management journals, including those published overseas, are 
carefully studied and ‘abstracted,’ the results being published in 
the Institute’s own monthly journal, The Manager. A photocopying 
service makes it possible for an executive in the United Kingdom to 
obtain a copy of an article which has appeared on the other side of 
the world without going to further length than picking up the tele- 
phone. 


Education for Management 


Now to turn to education and training for management. The expan- 
sion of industry and commerce over the past 25 years has created 
an urgent need to attract a much greater number of men of the highest 
calibre into business management. ‘The increased complexity of the 
management function demands the provision of systematic education 
and training for men destined for management responsibility at every 
level. The B.I.M. is actively concerned with the development of 
education and training, and works closely with the universities, 
technical colleges and adult education centres in this field; it also 
keep constantly in touch with industry in connection with the improve- 
ment and expansion of internal training schemes. There has, in fact, 
been a marked increase in the number and variety of management 
courses over the past few years, ranging from evening classes at 
technical colleges and summer schools at universities to full time 
residential courses for senior managers held by independent centres 
and consultancy firms. ‘The first comprehensive survey ever made of 
all such courses throughout the country was conducted by B.I.M. 
and the results of this survey have provided a comprehensive work of 
reference, not only for large organizations with their own training 
programmes but also for those whose requirements are met by specific 
courses according to particular needs. We have also undertaken a 
survey of internal training schemes in organizations of all types and 
sizes, designed to show what is being done by industry itself to develop 
its potential managers and provide for management succession. 


The Institute is responsible, with the appropriate Government 
Departments, for the organization and administration of the National 
Scheme of Management Studies leading to the Intermediate Certificate 
and Diploma. This scheme is intended for the potential or junior 
executive and is conducted at more than a hundred technical coileges. 
Students may take this course on a part-time basis, often by attendance 
at evening classes; in areas where there is close co-operation between 
the technical colleges and local industry, results have been very 
satisfactory.

report recently issued is now under study by all the bodies concerned. 
The principal object of the Working Party’s review has been to reduce, 
if possible, the amount of time taken in study for the examinations 
and at the same time to give special consideration to the views and 
recommendations of those companies that have used the scheme in 
connection with their own training programmes. 

Parallel to the National Scheme and with a very similar syllabus 
content are the B.I.M’s own external graduate examinations which 
may be taken at any one of numerous approved centres throughout 
the world. Courses of this nature provide an opportunity for broaden- 
ing the knowledge and outlook of those who may thus far have worked 
only in a specialized field, so helping to equip them for wider 
responsibilities in management. 


Experimental Courses for Middle Management 


In 1953 the B.I.M. pioneered a series of experimental courses for 
middle management which have been continued in succeeding years 
in response to demand and modified as to subject matter and teaching 
techniques in the light of experience. ‘This form of management 
development, as it is sometimes called, has found a growing acceptance 
in industry throughout the country and has now been adopted by a 
number of educational institutions and adult education centres at 
part of their curricula and by some large industrial and commercial 
organizations in their internal training schemes. 


With the growing recognition of management as a necessary study 
for members of professions entering industry, a number of institutions 
have begun to incorporate a management element in their syllabuses. 
The B.I.M. has been invited to give its views in respect of the 
examinations of certain professional bodies and is also taking part in 
the preparation of courses in management studies for professional 
men who may be expected to proceed to managerial responsibility. 
In the same way we have been invited to assist Government bodies; 
an example of this is the work done in preparing for the Ministry 
of Labour a syllabus for the training of ex-officers and in advising on 
the suitability of management courses for the purpose. In every 
department of its activity the Institute is concerned to ensure the 
maximum collaboration with the professional and specialist bodies 
in each management field. We are in constant touch with them for the 
purpose of consultation and mutual assistance in day to day problems 
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and their representatives are invited to join in special studies or activities 
within their respective fields of interest. 

One of the by no means insignificant services to industry rendered 
bv the Institute is the operation of a confidential register of industrial 
and management consultants. A committee appointed by B.I.M. 
Council and composed of both industrialists and leading consultants 
is responsible for the maintaining of this register. It furnishes par- 
ticulars of those consultants considered by the committee to be fully 
competent to advise on the several specialist functions and procedures 
of management. The committee admits to this register only those 
consultants that have satisfied it as to standards of professional 
conduct and proficiency. 


International Links 


Apart from its work at home the B.I.M. keeps closely in touch with 
management activities in other countries, particularly in the countries 
of the Commonwealth. It has received many requests for assistance 
and advice from newly-formed management institutes abroad, and 
from foreign companies anxious to learn about current British prac- 
tices and techniques. The Institute is the constituent member for the 
United Kingdom of the International Committee for Scientific 
Management (C.I.0.S.) and acts as the secretariat for its European 
Council (C.E.C.1.0.S.). The Institute has also collaborated fully in 
the work of the European Productivity Agency and has acted as 
co-ordinator in the United Kingdom for many of the Agency’s 
management projects. 

Meetings for overseas management specialists are arranged from 
time to time and the Institute receives a steady flow of overseas 
visitors, a number of whom have been referred to B.I.M. by the 
Overseas Departments of Her Majesty’s Government, by the Board 
of Trade, the Ministry of Labour, the British Council, the Central 
Office of Information and by management associations abroad. The 
Institute arranges industrial tours for these visitors, gives them 
information and advice about suitable training courses available and 
provides introductions to other organizations in the United Kingdom. 
The Institute has also been required to advise upon, to select and 
to brief members of British delegations to conferences abroad and to 
publicize in the United Kingdom any major international events. 

I have tried to give you a general perspective of the work and 
purpose of the British Institute of Management and I must now say 
a word about its constitution and membership. The Institute is gov- 
erned by a Council elected by its members and its activities are guided 
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by anumber of standing committees and specialist advisory committees, 
each concerned with an aspect of its work. In January 1958, as, 
measure of decentralization, the B.I.M. Council set up six regional 
councils based upon the major industrial centres, to advise the Institute 
on its national policy and to guide, supervise and co-ordinate all it 
local operations. Within the regional framework are grouped the 28 
local branches, each with its own elected committee and programme 
of activities — a branch programme in any one season may offer such 
events as lectures, discussion groups and ‘brains trusts’ on a variety 
of management subjects and may even include a conference on 4 
theme of local importance. 

The Institute is supported by well over 2,000 organizations, known 
to us as collective subscribers, including industrial and commercial 
companies, nationalized industries, trade and employers’ associations, 
trade unions, professional bodies and educational institutions. 

The membership of the Institute, in the full constitutional sense, 
consists of Founder Members — leading figures in industry, commerce 
and the public services who gave their support in the foundation 
of the Institute — representative members -—directors or _ senior 
managers nominated by collective subscribers — and more than 9,000 
individual members, many of them formerly members of I.1.A, 
consisting for the most part of junior and middle managers drawn 
from every field and function of management. 

The vital importance for our national economic survival of increasing 
production needs no elaboration. The wider application of modern 
management principles and methods in the manufacturing and selling 
fields - and an increase in the supply of trained managers — are the 
immediately effective ways of achieving this end. The British Institute 
of Management, through its work in both these fields in the com- 
paratively few years of its existence can claim to have made a big 
contribution towards this achievement; it has had an appreciable 
effect on the development of thinking on management which is 
bound to lead to the improvement of standards in its practice and in 
the quality of its practitioners. 

The gap between the best and the worst in industrial management 





is still wide; the rapid growth of the managerial group has brought 
with it the need for facilities, formal and informal, through which 
appropriate knowledge and skills may be acquired and applied. These 
are the services and facilities that the B.I.M. is providing and by their 


provision beginning to meet a great need, the scope of which is barely | 
yet recognized —the need for a greater understanding of a better | 


practice of management in Britain. 





Co-operative Trade Promotion is Keynote of London Fashion Week 


THE CLOSE interdependence of the textile trade and the ready-to- 
wear clothes industry has been demonstrated throughout the week, 
during which the newly-formed Fashion Group of London, comprising 
18 leading makers-up, have held their first major promotion. A series 
of fashion parades throughout the week culminated in the presentation 
of ‘British Fashion in British Fabrics’ under the title of ‘London 
Presents’ at the Piccadilly Hotel on Thursday. This show, organized 
jointly by the Apparel and Fashion Industry’s Association (A.F.I.A.) 
and the Textile and London Fashion Organization (T.A.L.F.O.) was 
attended by Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, who welcomed the collaboration between the fabric makers 
and makers-up. ‘Some would say that there might be conflict of 
interest’ he said ‘but I am sure it is true to say that clothes sell cloth. 
One thing is certain, that we live today in a clothes conscious and 
fashion conscious generation, which is all to the good, and a sign of a 
high and growing standard of living. Now we think that ‘‘Made in 
Britain” is a synonym for quality, so it is up to you the industry to 
serve your own interest and that of the country, by proving it to our 
friends the buyers from overseas. I know it is difficult to export. It 
seems complicated and uncertain. But you have an admirable associa- 
tion at your back in A.F.I.A. and I hope that all of you who are 
members will give your warm support to your very energetic export 
committee.’

A.F.1.A., which has the largest number of members in the fashion 
industry, initiated the ‘London Presents’ promotion in November 
1957. Since then it has produced a twice yearly brochure containing 
a Buyers’ Guide to the price ranges of its members’ merchandise, 
that has a considerable overseas circulation. T.A.L.F.O., active since 
October of last year, is supported by the British Man-Made Fibres 
Federation, The Cotton Board, the Federation of Lace and Embroidery 
Employers’ Associations, the International Wool Secretariat, the 
Irish Linen Guild, the National Wool Textile Export Corporation 
and the Silk and Rayon Users’ Association. 


A.F.1.A. have also sponsored the first Makers-up Fabric Assembly, 
specially designed to meet the seasonal needs of this branch of the 
trade, which has been held at the Berners Hotel, London, from 
Monday to Friday. This Assembly occupied 20 showrooms in the 
hotel, and displayed a great variety of new fabrics from textile mills 
in Lancashire, Yorkshire, Nottingham, Brighton, as well as from 
some continental countries. Most of the fabrics shown were intended 
for women’s and children’s wear, but some firms also catered for 
men’s clothes. Notable among the new materials was a knitted 
nylon-silk fabric for shirts shown by Jersey Fabrics Ltd. of Nottingham, 
and a range of ‘Banjola’ fabrics (H. W. Bannister Ltd., of Manchester) 
for which the makers claim more than 2,000 end uses.

United Kingdom Joins ‘Free Market’ 
Discussions in Stockholm 


H.M. TREASURY made the following announcement on May 27 
referring to an announcement about the Stockholm discussions made 
by the Swedish Government the same day: 


On February 12, 1959, in the course of a debate in the House of 
Commons on the Common Market and Free Trade Area, the Pay- 
master-General said: 


‘We must be absolutely clear that our principle is to establish 
multilateral association among all 17 countries of Western 
Europe which will not threaten or undermine the Treaty of 
Rome but will enable the Community of the Six to get the fullest 
possible value from their Treaty, which, in practice, they will not 
be able to do in a divided and disunited Europe.’ 


Since the breakdown of the Free Trade Area negotiations at the 
end of last year, a number of possible alternative paths to this goal 
have been considered. The most promising of these seems to be the 
formation of free market arrangements among those members of 
0.E.E.C. outside the Community who could from the start accept 
the full obligations of membership of an organization providing for 
the removal of barriers to trade between its members in a manner 
consistent with the development of world-wide multilateral trade 
and the provisions of the GATT. 


H.M. Government have accepted an invitation of the Swedish 
Government to join in a Working Party of Officials to explore this 
possibility further. Discussions in Stockholm will begin on June 1. 

In accepting this invitation H.M. Government have been moved 
by the belief that if such an association could be created it would not 
only be valuable in itself but would also make possible a new approach 


_ to European economic co-operation. It would be able, once it was 


formed, to negotiate with the Community of the Six and the other 
members of O.E.E.C. (some of whom will have special problems 
calling for special treatment) in order to remove trade barriers and so 
establish a multilateral association embracing all members of O.E.E.C., 
as has been H.M. Government’s objective throughout. 


Appointments to the Furniture 
Development Council 


AFTER CONSULTATION with the interests concerned, the President 
of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, has appointed Mr. F. J. 
Bristow and Mr. C. L. Salkield to be members of the Furniture 
Development Council for a period of two years and has also re- 
appointed Mr. L. W. L. Alston for a similar period. All three represent 
the interests of employers. 


The President has also re-appointed Mr. H. Fryer to represent 
marketing and distribution interests and the following members to 
represent the interests of employees in the industry: Mr. A. L. 
Darvill, Mr. T. McAndrew, Mr. A. C. Porter, Mr. J. R. Shanley, 
Mr. R. S. Shube, Mr. E. S. Taylor, Mr. A. G. Tomkins. 


All these appointments are for a period of two years with effect 
from June 1, 1959. 


Drawback on Some Metal Drinking Cups 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties Drawbacks (No. 5) 
Order, 1959, which provides tor the allowance of drawback of import 
duty paid on certain plated metal drinking cups, when the cups or 
goods incorporating them are exported. 


The Order comes into operation on June 3, 1959, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1959, No. 921. 


Provisional Estimate of Rise in H.P. Debt 
in April 


IT Is provisionally estimated that hire-purchase and other instalment 
debt for durable goods rose by about 4 per cent. (about £28 million) 
in April. This would put the debt at the end of April at nearly £700 
million. ‘The rise in debt in March was estimated at {27 million, and 
in February at {£21 million. 


Durable household goods accounted for more than a quarter of 


the increase in debt in April, and motor vehicles for probably most 
of the remainder. 


Total Outstanding Overdrafts of 
Nationalized Industries 


THE TREASURY now announce the bank overdrafts at May 20, 
1959, of the bodies to which advances may be made under Section 42 
of the Finance Act 1956, as amended by Section 36 of the Finance 
Act 1958. 

The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities at May 20, 
1959, was {81-4 million, of which {73-9 million was from the Clearing 
Banks and {7-5 million from the Scottish Banks.

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European Productivity Agency Marketing 


Service 


IN THE Board of Trade Journal for March 7, 1958, it was announced 
that the Agency proposed to set up an advisory service in marketing 
and distribution. The service would be made available to trade 
organizations and similar bodies engaged in the retail and wholesale 
trades and to organizations of small and medium-sized firms in 
industry and handicrafts. Three American consultants were to be 
appointed. 


The first consultant was appointed last year. The Agency have now 
engaged Mr. W. H. Channing as the second of these consultants. His 
services will be available until April 1960 for the following activities: 


Giving a series of lectures or acting as discussion leader in 
seminars and training sessions for trade circles. (Preference will 
normally be given to programmes for retail and wholesale con- 
sultants employed by productivity centres, trade associations, or 
other similar bodies); advising productivity centres, trade as- 
sociations or other similar bodies on specific programmes of 
action (such as, for instance, the establishment of retail employees’ 
training programmes); and when justified, advising certain 
individual enterprises considered as pilot enterprises. 

The fee for Mr. Channing’s services will be Fr. frs. 42,000 for 
each visit to the United Kingdom, and Fr. frs. 7,000 per day as well 
as travelling expenses within the United Kingdom.

The packs will be considered by a selection committee representing 
manufacturers, advertising agents, consumers, retailers, designers, 
packaging makers and the CoID. Packs selected for display will be 
charged at the normal Design Centre rates which range from 3s. a day 
according to size. Display charges will be invoiced to the manufac- 
turers of the contents; designers, advertising agents and others 
submitting packs are asked to clear with these manufacturers that 


they are willing for the packs to be considered before submitting 
them. 


D.S.I.R. Committee Appointed 


A COMMITTEE to review current research needs on the fatigue of 
engineering structures and to survey existing research facilities, has 
been set up by the Council for Scientific.and Industrial Research 
following an approach from the Institution of Civil Engineers. The 
Committee will not include aircraft structures, reinforced concrete 
structures, or metal physics in the scope of their review, though 
information gained in these fields will be used. 

The Committee is interested in examining records of failures or 
accidents which might have been due to structural fatigue, even if 
fatigue was not recognized as the initial cause. Such information may 
be helpful in revealing areas in which further research work is needed. 


Anti-dumping Duty on Silicones from 
France Revoked 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the Anti-Dumping (No. 1) 
Order, 1958, which came into force on January 7, 1958, imposing an 
anti-dumping duty of 4s. per lb. on polymethylsiloxane fluids 
(commonly known as silicone fluids) originating in France has been 


revoked by the Anti-Dumping (No. 1) Order, 1958 (Revocation) 
Order, 1959. 
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Terms and Conditions of Employment 


THE Terms and Conditions of Employment Act, 1959, which received 
the Royal Assent on April 30, came into operation on Saturday. This 
measure was originally introduced as the Wages Councils (Amendment) 
Bill, and the title was changed when it was amended during committee 
in the House of Commons to incorporate a new Section to provide for 
the determination of claims that a particular employer is not observing 
recognized terms and conditions of employment. Cases of this kind 
had previously been dealt with under the name of ‘issues’ by the 
Industrial Disputes Tribunal, which was abolished on March 1 this 
year. 


It is hoped to introduce a consolidated Wages Councils Bill later 
in the year, which will comprise all the Sections of this Act dealing 
with Wages Councils, together with the provisions of the Wages 
Councils Acts of 1945 and 1948, leaving intact in this new measure 
the clause concerning terms and conditions of employment. 


An explanation of the changes in the law affecting employers in the 
catering industry, and details of the procedure which is now to be 
followed in dealing with ‘issues’, are set out in two pamphlets published 
by the Ministry of Labour and National Service, from whom copies 
may be obtained. 


State Aid for Industrial Training 


The Industrial Training Council have accepted the Government's 
proposed grant-in-aid of £75,000 for the purpose of accelerating the 
expansion of apprenticeship and other industrial training for young 
people in the exceptional circumstances created by the ‘bulge’ in 
school-leavers in 1961, 1962 and 1963. This aid is to be matched by 
contributions from industry of at least the same amount. 


The Council are to ask employers’ organizations directly concerned 
with the negotiation of wages and working conditions, whether they 
wish to apply for financial aid, out of the grant, towards the appoint- 
ment of training development officers either by the organizations or 
by joint industrial councils or similar bodies in their industries. The 
job of these officers will be to stimulate and assist in the setting up or 
extension of training schemes for young people by employers, either 
individually or through joint schemes. 


It is considered that arrangements to deal with the bulge must be 
made with all speed and the Council has asked that applications for 
this financial assistance should be treated as a matter of urgency. The 
Council appreciates that the organizations may need to consult their 
own constituents before arriving at any decision and September 13 
next has been fixed for final submission of applications. 


To assist many of the organizations covering the smaller industries 
who would not, even with grant assistance, contemplate the appoint- 
ment of a full-time training officer, the Council has decided to set up 
its own training advisory service. ‘This will consist of a small staff of 
experienced training officers who will be made available to employers’ 
organizations and joint bodies to help them work out training arrange- 
ments and to advise their member firms on how to apply those 
arrangements in individual works. ‘The Council hopes it will be possible 
to establish this service in the latter half of this year. 


Official Group on Space Research 


Tue Department of Scientific and Industrial Research announce 
that, following the Prime Minister’s statement on the British space 
research programme in the House of Commons on May 12, the Lord 
President of the Council has appointed a Steering Group on Space 
Research, under the Chairmanship of Sir Edward Bullard, with the 
following terms of reference: 


‘Subject to the responsibility of the Lord President of the 
Council, in consultation with the other Ministers concerned, for 
the supervision of the Government’s Space Research Programme, 
to advise on the formulation of that programme, and to co-ordinate 
the arrangements for its execution.’ 
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Subdued Sales by Wholesale Textile 
Houses in March 


Sates of wholesale textile houses increased seasonally in March, but 
in relation to a year earlier were as much as 6 per cent. lower. In 
February they were 3 per cent. less than a year earlier and in the first 
quarter as a whole 4 per cent. less. In the fourth quarter of 1958 sales 
were 1 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Stocks held by wholesale textile houses showed little change during 
the month and for the third month in succession continued to run at 
much the same level as a year earlier, after having been above the level 
a year earlier for some months.

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Sales in the Hosiery Industry in April 


MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of all knitted goods and fabrics (including 
warp knitted fabric) in April were at a rate 3 per cent. less than a year 
earlier. In the quarter February-April the rate of manufacturers’ 
sales is provisionally estimated to have been a little less than in the 
corresponding period of 1958. Manufacturers’ selling prices have 
decreased since last spring and if allowance is made for this the 
volume of manufacturers’ sales in the quarter was more.

Imports of Fresh Pears from Western 
Europe etc. and Dollar Area 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce, by Notice to Importers No. 907, 
dated May 30, 1959, that the quotas for the import of fresh pears from 
Western European and certain other countries and from the Dollar 
Area have been amalgamated to form a single quota, which will be on 
a weight basis. 


2. The amount of the new combined quota will be 480,000 cwrts. 
and licences will be issued to cover the periods July 1, 1959, to June 30, 
1960. 


3. Licences under the new quota will be issued, on application, to 
traders who hold licences under either the previous quota for Western 
European countries (Notices to Importers Nos. 862 and 888 dated 
June 26, 1958, and December 10, 1958, respectively) or the previous 
quota for the Dollar Area (Notice to Importers No. 875 dated 
August 30, 1958). Applications should be sent to reach the Board of 
Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, 
not later than June 9, 1959. ‘Traders who wish to safeguard themselves 
against risk of loss of their applications in transmission should send 
them by registered post. A single licence will be issued valid for 
imports from the whole area and traders who qualify under both 
headings need send one application only. 


4. Applications should be made on form ILB/A. Page 1 should be 
completed, page 2 left blank; on page 3 and copies the applicant’s 
name, full postal address and reference number and the description 
of goods (fresh pears) should be inserted. 


Marking of Some Imported Wire Goods

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Census of Distribution for 1957 


HE REPORT on the Census of Distribution and Other Services for 

1957 is now in the course of preparation and this article is one 

of a series in which some of the results are presented in advance 
of the full report. The first results of the census, based in some cases 
on incomplete or provisional returns, were published in the Board of 
Trade Journal for January 2. The present results are the first to be 
based on the final tabulations of all returns obtained at the census — 
the last of which were not received until the end of February. These 
results also differ from the earlier figures in that they present statistics 
for retail organizations as a whole, and not for retail establishments 
only; this difference affects the figures for co-operative societies and, 
to a lesser extent, those for large multiple retailers. 


The number of retail co-operative societies was reduced mainly by a 
series of amalgamations from 1,010 in 1950 to 940 in 1957, but the 
number of co-operative shops and other outlets increased from 
27,313 to 30,585. This is the total number of outlets serving the public, 
and besides retail outlets it includes establishments engaged in the 
sale of goods such as coal or in the provision of services such as funeral 
furnishing which were not included in the establishment tables already 
published. Co-operative societies’ total turnover, which was £957 
million in 1957 (compared with £604 million in 1950), is also a com- 
prehensive figure for all their activities; and so is the employment 
total of 260,000, an increase of nearly 11 per cent. compared with 1950. 


The number of retail organizations other than co-operative societies 
operating 10 or more branches in 1957 was, at 1,151, slightly fewer 
than in 1950, though the total number of branches operated by these 
large multiples increased from 55,739 to 61,027, and their total 
turnover (including sales from their central organization and through 
catering and other outlets as well as through their retail branches) 
rose from £1,167 million to £1,979 million. These large multiple 
organizations employed a total of 641,000 people, 31 per cent. more 
than in 1950. 

The number of retail outlets operated by private traders having 
fewer than 10 branches is estimated at 483,000, compared with 
497,000 in 1950; the method of sampling did not enable branches of 
‘small multiples’ with fewer than 10 branches to be identified so the 
number of organizations controlling these outlets is not known; 
in 1950 84 per cent. of the total number of retail branches operated by 
traders with fewer than 10 branches belonged to ‘unit traders’, the 


remainder belonging to small multiple organizations with an average 
of three shops each. 


Wages and Salaries 


The total wage and salary bill of all retail organizations was {716.7 
million, but this does not include the drawings of the 591,906 working 
proprietors and members of owners’ famihes and friends working 
without being paid a definite wage. These are nearly all employed by 
organizations having fewer than 10 branches. For co-operative societies, 
who have no working proprietors, the wage and salary bill of £103: 3 
million amounted to 10.8 per cent. of retail sales and took 49-5 per cent. 
of the realized gross margin. Large multiple organizations have so few 
working proprietors that their wage and salary bill can also reasonably 
be compared with total sales and gross margin. The wages and salaries 
they paid amounted to 11-9 per cent. of their total sales and took 
44-8 per cent. of their gross margin. The wage and salary bill ex- 
pressed as a percentage of gross margin does, however, show wide 
variations between different kinds of business — it is generally higher in 
the food trades than in non-food trades — and the co-operative societies, 
with a much higher proportion of food sales than large multiples would 
on that account alone be expected to pay out a larger proportion of 
their gross margin in wages and salaries. 


For traders with fewer than 10 branches most kinds of business 
have too many working proprietors to make this comparison of wages 
and salaries with total sales or with gross margins valid. Only for 
department stores is the number of working proprietors so small that 
their remuneration would add only an insignificant amount to total 
wages and salaries. For all department store organizations, (whether 
belonging to multiple organizations or ‘independent’) wages and salaries 
paid amounted to 14-5 per cent. of sales and 49-6 per cent. of gross 
margins. These relatively high figures are not, as in the case of the 
co-operatives influenced by the proportion of food sold — department

The increase in the percentage margin of the confectioner-tobac- 
conist-newsagent group is largely explained by the increase in sales 
of confectionery (which was rationed in 1950) relative to tobacco-— 
percentage margins on tobacco are much smaller than on confectionery 
or on newspapers, magazines. etc. 

Non-food margins were generally higher than in 1950, 
retailers’ margins on most clothing, textiles and furniture were still 
subject to a statutory control. ‘The turnover of radio and electrical 
goods shops includes receipts from hiring as well as the sale of goods 
and the expansion of hiring, on which the ‘gross margin’ is 100 per 
cent. of turnover, has contributed to the increase in the percentage 
margin in this kind of business, particularly for multiple traders. 
The change for department stores largely reflects the disappearance 
of controlled margins — clothing and household goods form the major 
part of their turnover. 


Retail Stocks 


The total value of stocks (at cost or selling value, whichever was the 
lower) held in the retail trade increased by £48 million between the 
beginning and end of 1957, when they amounted to £850-6 million. 
In the accompanying tables a measure of the rate of stock turn in 
each kind of business is given by the ratio of sales to end year stocks. 


when 
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This ratio varies widely from one kind of business to another, being 
very high in most of the food trades and low in the clothing and 
houschold goods trades. 

The stock figures, like the gross margin and wages figures included 
in these tables are based, in the case of the smallest traders, on esti- 
mates made in the census office. In 1950, when all traders were asked 
to report on these items the smallest traders found great difficulty in 
completing their returns and a number of incomplete returns were 
accepted and edited in the census office bv the use of averages derived 
from ‘good’ returns made by traders of like size and business. In 
1957 the smallest independent traders — those with turnover of under 
£,7,000 — were not asked questions about wages, stocks, purchases, 
and their figures are estimates made by assuming that their wages 
per head, stock/sales ratios, etc., moved in the same way between 1950 
and 1957 as did those for larger traders in the same kind of business, 
using for this purpose a more detailed classification of traders than 
that shown in these tables so as to eliminate the effect of variations due 
to differing patterns of commodities sold. Over the whole field of 
retail trade small traders who were not asked to report gross margin 
data had sales amounting to nearly 13 per cent. of total sales, and a 
small number of the larger traders also failed to provide figures. 
The degree of estimation in the wage and salary bill is less because 
the small traders have more working proprietors and account for a 
smaller proportion (nearly 9 per cent.) of paid employment. The 
figures for co-operative societies and large multiple organizations are 
based on full returns. 


Notes and Definitions 


The method of taking the census, its scope, coverage, etc. were described 
in detail in the article accompanying the first results of the census (Board of 
Trade Journal, January 2, 1959). The following notes cover all items included 
in the present tables, but should be read in conjunction with the notes in 
the earlier article. 


Establishments and Organizations. The tables to be included in 
the census report are of two kinds, some for retail establishments and others 
for retail organizations. This division into two categories is necessary 
because co-operative societies and large multiple organizations supplied 
particulars of purchases, stocks, etc. only for the organization as a whole 
and not for each individual branch. 

The tables published in the Board of Trade Journal for January 2 were 
for retail establishments, i.e. shops or other establishments from which the 
actual selling of goods takes place: they include all such retail establishments, 
whether or not the controlling organization is itself mainly engaged in 
retail trade. "The present tables are for retail organizations as a whole, 
including not only their retail shops, selling depots, etc., but also catering 
establishments and certain other establishments providing the public with 
goods or services which belong to mainly retail organizations but are not 
themselves retail establishments. For co-operative societies the inclusion 
of such establishments (e.g. coal depots) in the present tables means that 
the number of establishments shown is some 5 per cent. in excess of the 
number shown in the establishment tables. This factor also affects the 
figures for large multiple organizations (those with 10 or more branches) 
but here it is partly offset by the exclusion from the organization tables of 
establishments belonging to organizations whose main activities lie outside 
the retail field, e.g. mixed catering and retailing organizations whose catering 
receipts exceed their retail turnover: such establishments are included in the 
establishment tables only. 

The sales, employment, wages and salaries in these tables also include 
sales, etc., at central offices and warehouses which were not shown in the 
establishment tables and which are not included in the number of establish- 
ments shown in the present tables. The stocks figures include stocks held 
centrally as well as at branches and the gross margin is that realized on the 
whole of the business covered by their returns including the provision of 
services and, in some cases, activity at productive establishments (e.g. 
bakeries) for which separate accounts are not kept. 

The figures for traders having fewer than 10 branches are the same on 
either an organization or establishment basis because in this census no 
attempt was made to identify ‘small multiples’ and each pene 
belonging to an organization having fewer than 10 branches was treated, 
effect, as a separate organization. 


2. Kinds of business. Retail organizations are here classified by kind of 
business according to the same general rules as retail establishments, taking 
into account the value of sales of different groups of commodities, etc., for 
the organization as a whole. The number of establishments shown against 


each kind of business heading are all the establishments belonging to the 
organizations classified in that heading and are not necessarily themselves 
all engaged in retailing in that kind of business. In particular all establish- 
ments of retail co-operative societies, whatever their kind of business, are 
included under a separate heading. Apart from this heeding, the list of 
kinds of business is the same as in the establishment tables, which were 
defined in the earlier article, but the following special rules for classification 
of organizations in certain kinds of business should also be noted: 


(a) Department store organizations. An Organization operating one or 
more department stores and also branches in other kinds of business 
was classified as a department store organization if total sales of the 
department stores were greater than total sales of the other branches.

An organization operating one or more branches whose 
kind of business is ‘off-licence’ and one or more branches not in this 
kind of business was classified under the heading ‘Off-licences’ if 
sales of alcoholic drinks were 20 per cent. or more of the total sales of 
the organization. 

(c) Grocers with off-licence. An organization operating one more 

branches whose kind of business is ‘grocer with oft-licence’ and one 

or more branches not in this kind of business was classified under the 
heading ‘Grocers with off-licence’ if sales of alcoholic drinks were 

20 per cent. or more of the total sales of the organization.

(d) Pawnbrokers, An organization operating one or more branches whose 
kind of business 1s ‘pawnbroker’ and one or more branches not in this 
kind of business was classified under the heading ‘Pawnbrokers’. 


3. Turnover. This means the total trading receipts during the year; it 
includes sales of goods (inclusive of purchase tax), and receipts trom sales 
of meals and refreshments and from repairs and other services provided, 
after deductions of discounts, credits and deferred rebates allowed to 
customers. It mcludes receipts from goods supplied under the National 
Liealth Service and the Nat:onal Milk and Milk in Schools schemes. ‘Traders 
were asked to include credit and hire purchase transactions originated 
during the year at their cash value plus any charge for credit. The turnover 
of a retailer operating a sub-post office includes the one remuneration 
received in respect of this work without deduction of disbursements. 


4. Working proprietors, unpaid helpers include owners working in 
the business and members of the owner’s family and friends not receiving 
a definite wage for their work. Included here also are 
the business but not in receipt of a definite wage, 
Directors paid only by fee are excluded.

salarv or commussion. 


«. Paid employees include all persons on the payroll of the business, 


including members of the owner’s family who were paid a definite wage, 
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salary or commission. Directors working in the business in receipt of a 
definite wage, salary or commission are also included here. 


6. Wages and salaries are the sums payable for the year to persons who 
worked in the business during the year and received a definite wage, salary 
or commission, before any deductions, e.g. for income tax and insurance 
contributions. 


7. Purchases represent the cost of all goods and materials received 
during the year for resale or for use in repairs to customers’ goods; if the 
returns covered any productive activity the cost of materials bought for use 
in making goods was also included. The figures include allowances given 
for goods taken in part exchange and payments made to other firms for 
work given out (such as watch repairs, film developing and printing). 
Purchase tax is included and so are payments for carriage inwards. Retailers 
were asked to deduct trade discounts and cash and scttlement discounts, 
deferred rebates and bonuses allowed by suppliers. 


Allowances received from the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food for milk handling or processing, etc., which were reported separately, 
have been deducted from the cost of purchases. 


For pawnbrokers purchases includes the amount of loans advanced or 
unredeemed pledges becoming available for sale during the vear as well as 
goods bought from outside sources. 


8. Stocks include the value of goods on hand for sale, together with 
materials for use in repairs to customers goods, and food, etc., for the 
provision of meals. Stocks were valued at cost or selling value, whichever 
was the lower. The value of stocks was obtained for the beginning and end 
of the year of return, which was not necessarily the calendar year. 


9. Gross margin is the difference between turnover and purchases 
(as adjusted for Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food allowances) 
less stocks at the beginning of the year plus stocks at the end of the year. 
This represents the fund out of which come the expenses of running the 
business and any trading surplus. 


10. Rounding of figures. Each value figure has been rounded to the 
nearest thousand pounds and there may therefore be an apparent discrepancy 
between the sums of individual figures and the totals shown.

First-Aid Boxes in Factories 


CHANGES IN THE CONTENTS of first-aid boxes or cupboards ip 
factories, and in the advice given on first-aid treatment are provided 
under a new Order which will come into operation on January 1, 1960, 
It is the First-Aid Boxes in Factories Order, 1959, made by the 
Minister of Labour and National Service under Section 45 of the 
Factories Act, 1937, and it will replace the current Order made in 1938, 

Issued simultaneously is a new leaflet, which the Order prescribes 
shall be included in every first-aid box, giving advice on first-aid 
treatment of injuries arising in factories, in the light of advances made 
in such treatment in the last 21 years. 

The Order specifies the minimum contents for first-aid boxes or 
cupboards in three categories of factory — those employing 10 persons 
or less, those employing more than 10 but not more than 50, and those 
employing more than 50. The same range of equipment is now to be 
included in each box, but the quantities vary according to the number 
of persons employed. The Order requires, as at present, that all 
materials shall be of a grade and quality not lower than the standard 
specified by the British Pharmaceutical Codex. 

Specifications for adhesive dressings for wounds, and for eye oint- 
ment, for which provision is made in the Order, are given in 
certificates of approval of the Chief Inspector of Factories. 

First-Aid Boxes in Factories Order, 1959 (S.I. No. 906) is published 
by H.M. Stationery Office, price 3d., and ‘First Aid’ (Form 1008) is 
also from H.M. Stationery Office, price 2d.

Anglo-German Atom Agreement 

The General Electric Company has concluded a long-term nuclear 
power agreement with Maschinenfabrik Augsburg-Nurnberg A.G. 
(M.A.N.) of Germany. Under the agreement M.A.N. will pay G.E.C. 
a ‘substantial’ capital sum plus a service fee per kW of guaranteed 
electrical output from nuclear power stations ordered from M.A.N. 
‘The German company will be granted licences for all G.E.C. nuclear 
patents. The rights will be exclusive in the Federal Republic. ‘They 

will not apply to the United Kingdom, or to those Far Eastern terri- 
tories covered by G.E.C.’s agreement with the First Atomic Power 
Industrial Group of Companies in Japan. Similarly, any inventions 
of M.A.N. relating to nuclear power plant will be available to G.E.C. 
The new agreement is stated to be more than a licensing arrangement 
as the whole of the knowledge and experience accumulated by G.E.C. 
and by her British collaborator, Simon-Carves, in the design and 
construction of nuclear power plant, will be made available to the 
German company. The agreement relates to all types of nuclear 
power plant based on the gas-cooled graphite-propulsion applications. 
During the first stage of the agreement, G.E.C. will normally act as 
main contractor for all nuclear orders received. The ultimate aim, how- 
ever, is that M.A.N. shall itself become competent to prepare tenders 
and execute complete contracts to designs resulting from the collobar- 
tion. M.A.N. personal will receive special training in the United 
Kingdom. 


Dutch Contracts for Holoplast 


Holoplast Limited, a member of the Reed Paper Group, announced 
recently that they have received two further Dutch contracts for their 
curtain walling. Their standard curtain wall unit, with Decorplast 
infill panels, is to be used to clad the new Lyceums at Dordrecht and 
Rotterdam. This follows the successful use of the curtain walling on 
the Research and Confectionery buildings for N.V. Organon at Oss. 
35,160 square feet of curtain walling will be used on the Dordrecht 
and 13,200 on the Rotterdam Lyceum. ‘The architects for both 
buildings are Architectenbureau Kuiper, Gouwetor en de Ranitz. 


More British Radar for Middle East 


In the face of intense competition from American companies, 
Britain has secured a further order for airborne search radar in the 
Middle East. Ekco Electronics Limited are to supply Ekco Type Ei60 
search radar with Doppler drift measuring equipment for the Viscount 
fleet of Kuwait Airways. This follows recent orders for similar 
equipment from the Lebanon and Iraq. 


Petroleum Equipment for Mexico 


The Council of British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment 
announced on May 11 that Mr. G. V. Sims, Managing Director of 
British Oil Equipment Credits Limited, the newly formed subsidiary 
of the Council of British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment, 
has advised from Mexico that he has successfully negotiated an 
agreement with Petroleos Mexicanos (PEMEX) for the supply of 
three and a half million pounds worth of petroleum equipment in 
connection with the new extension to the Minatitlan Refinery in 
Mexico. Pemex is shortly opening an office in London, under the 
direction of Senor Ingeniero Alejandro ‘lorres. 


New Bridge at Sydney Harbour 


A contract to the value of {£A2,400,000 for the construction of a 
new bridge across the Parramatta River at Gladesviile, Sydney, has 
been awarded to a consortium of Commonwealth firms by the Main 
Roads Department of the New South Wales Government. Work is to 
start immediately and is scheduled to be completed in three years. 
The new bridge is to be constructed by two firms working in close 
liaison and partnership — Reed and Mallik of Salisbury, civil engineers 
with world-wide interests and Stuart Brothers of Sydney. G. Maunsell 
& Partners of Westminster, London, are the consulting engineers. 


British De-icing System for New American Jet Aircraft 
It has been announced that the North American Sabreliner, a small 


swept-wing jet trainer for which commercial and executive versions 
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are contemplated, will have its wings, leading-edge slats, fin and tajj. 
plane leading-edges, and air-conditioning air inlet ducts protected 
against icing dangers by the Spraymat electrical system of surface 
heating developed in the United Kingdom by D. Napier and Sop 
Limited, and manufactured in the United States by the PacAer 
Engineering Corporation, the sole United States licensees. 


Photocopying Machines for the U.S.A. 


A half-million dollar order for 600 of their A.S.14 photocopying 
machines has been placed by an American company with Copycat 
Limited of London. The British machine will be marketed by the 
United States firm in conjunction with their own range of photo. 
copying equipment. The A.S.14 photocopying unit, incorporating . 
special automatic device for the separation of the photocopies from 
the original document, was chosen by the United States firm after 
euhaustive tests on both American and European equipment. Thes 
tests embraced analyses of such features as efficiency, speed and 
durability, and were conducted over a period of several months, 
Copycat Limited state that the widespread increase during recent 
years of clerical mechanization in the United States has been reflected 
in the rise of their exports to that country. In 1954, the demand 
became such that Copycat Limited set up the Copycat Corporation 
as a special sales organization for the American market. Since then 
their photocopying machines have found their way against strong 
competition into almost every field of American commerce and are 
said to be proving most successful in the saving of time, costs and 
labour in modern clerical procedures and methods. 


Excavators for Poland 


Priestman Brothers Limited of Hull announce that in the face of 
strong German competition, they have received an order worth |

for land drainage and building work. ‘The order follows the supply of 
60 Priestman excavators to Poland during the last few years.

Vickers-Armstrongs (Aircraft) Limited have announced that two | 
more Viscount turbo-prop airliners have been sold—one to Misrair of | 
Egypt, and the other to the Royal Bank of Canada. The Misrair | 
Viscount is a V.739-A similar to the last two of the airline’s fleet of 
four Viscounts. It will be delivered in a year’s time. The Royal Bank 
of Canada aircraft -a V.793 Viscount — has already been delivered. 
The total number of Viscounts sold is now 407 — comprising 284 
V.700; 66 V.800; and 57 V.810 aircraft. They are operated by 41 
airlines in 33 countries.

DAYLIGHT is not, ually assu1

BRITISH GOODS FOR BRAZIL, 
RUSSIA AND CANADA 


NEW COMPANY named Motores Perkins S.A. has been formed 

in Brazil to manufacture a powerful six cylinder Perkins diesel 

engine for 5-8 ton trucks produced in Brazil, and other applica- 
tions. This important British engineering development follows on 
agreement between F. Perkins Ltd., of Peterborough, and Murray 
Simonsen, S.A., a well-known Brazilian organization. 


The new company’s capital will be about 800 million cruzeiros, 
approximately £2 million. Part of this will be taken up in shares by 
F. Perkins Ltd. through the transfer of a comprehensive machining 
line from Peterborough worth between £500,000 and £750,000 
sterling. The project has been approved by the Brazilian Government’s 
G.E.I.A. committee, appointed to consider all manufacturing projects 
connected with the automotive industry. The establishment of a 
neutral proprietary engine manufacturer is, it is understood, par- 
ticularly welcome in Brazil. 


The new company is to produce the Perkins Six B340 diesel engine, 
which is similar to the Perkins F.340 engine offered by the Ford Motor 
Company of the United States in its 154 in. wheelbase F-600 trucks. 
The Six B340 will be rated to develop 110 b.h.p. (British rating) at 
2.850 r.p.m. and will have a maximum torque of 240 lbs./ft. at 1,700 
r.p.m. Other Perkins engines may be manufactured later. Production 
of the Six B340 engine is scheduled to start during the second half of 
1960 and to reach an annual production of 20,000 engines during 
1962. 


An up-to-date production line for manufacturing major components 
at the new factory has been dismantled at F. Perkins Ltd.’s big 
Eastfield plant. Totalling about 1,000 tons, it is being shipped next 
month and is probably the biggest single consignment of machine 
tools sent to Brazil from Britain since the war. The machine tools 
will be installed in a factory with a covered floor space of approximately 
100,000 sq. ft. at Sao Bernardo on the outskirts of Sao Paulo, South 
America’s biggest industrial city.

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International Trade and Financial Arrangements 





West Germany and New Zealand 


AN AGREEMENT covering trade between the Federal Republic of 
Germany and New Zealand was signed in Bonn at the end of April. 
It supersedes the Agreed Minute signed in May 1955 (see Board of 
Trade Fournal of May 11, 1955). 

The Agreement sets out a list of annual quotas for German imports 
from New Zealand of certain of the commodities which are still 
subject to import restrictions. These quotas which are subject to 
annual review, cover imports of beef, mutton and lamb, butter-milk 
powder, bloodmeal and dried blood for fodder, deep frozen vegetables, 
fresh apples and pears, clover and grass seeds, canned meat, meat 
extract and canned vegetables. 

The Agreement also contains some general statements affecting 
the development of trade relations between the two countries. In 
particular, the Government of the Federal Republic of Germany 
undertakes to accord expanding access for the commodities subject 
to quota and for other New Zealand commodities. 

The Agreement, which came into force on April 1, will remain in 
operation for two years and thereafter will remain in force until the 
expiration of three months’ written notice by either Government of 
its wish to terminate it.

Italy and Czechoslovakia 


THE Italo-C zechoslovakian Trade Agreement, which was signed in 
Rome on September 29, 1956, has been tacitly renewed for a year 
from April 1, 1959.

Protocol signed in Prague on April 5, have been modified. 

Italian exports to Czechoslovakia will include fresh and dried 
fruit, wine and vermouth, hackled hemp, artificial and synthetic fibres, 
chemical products, ball and roller bearings, machinery, motor vehicles 
and iron and steel products. Czechoslovakian exports to Italy will 
include malt, raw materials for the ceramic industry, anthracite, 
chemical and pharmaceutical products, resinous timber, domestic 
porcelain, glass and crystal.

Roumania and India 


IT IS REPORTED that a long-term trade and payments agreement 
between Roumania and India was signed in Bucharest on May 14, 1959. 

The agreement provides for Roumanian exports of industrial 
installations and equipment, equipment for the oil industry, electrical 
equipment, machine tools, tractors, steam rollers, diesel engines, 
chemicals and pharmaceutical products, and other products. Indian 
exports will include iron ore, iron alloys, raw materials for textiles, 
hides, vegetable oils, pepper and coffee.

Roumania and Yugoslavia 


A PROTOCOL governing the exchange of goods between Roumani, 
and Yugoslavia for the calendar year 1959 was signed in Bucharest op 
April 13, 1959. 

The total value of the trade envisaged is stated to amount t 
U.S. $5 million in each direction. Roumanian exports to Yugoslavig 
will include oil products, machinery, chemicals, glass, newsprint and 
paper. Yugoslav exports to Roumania will include machinery, ships 
chemicals, and salt and canned fish.

A TRADE agreement between the People’s Republic of China and 
Finland was signed in Helsinki on May 15 by the Finnish Minister of 
Trade and Industry and the Chinese Deputy Minister for Foreign 
Trade, to cover traditional trade at previous levels for the one year 
period from November 1, 1958. 

Finnish exports to China will include engineering products, includ- 
ing paper machinery, cellulose, paper, copper, staple fibre, cellulose 
film and plywood. 

Chinese exports to Finland will include oil seeds and vegetable oils, 
soya beans, tin, antimony, rice and other raw materials. No further 
details are as yet available.

The new list, the first part of which is printed below, uses the Brussels 
nomenclature classification of commodities. Where only the main 
heading has been entered, all goods included in the heading are 
restricted. Where only some of the goods covered by a main heading 
are restricted, the word ‘of’ has been inserted before the commodity 
number, and although it has been necessary to quote the main heading 
in full for the sake of clarity, the restricted goods within the heading 
are indicated by the sub-heading in each case. 

One of the effects of the new list is the further liberalization of 
imports into Denmark from the dollar area. Goods not mentioned 
in the following list of commodities may be freely imported into 
Denmark from O.E.E.C. countries and the dollar area. 


This list supersedes those in the Board of Trade Journal of November 
19, 1955, as amended in the issues of May 19, 1956, August 2, 1957, 
and May 2, 1958.

Import of Wool and Wool Yarns 


THE GREEK Foreign Trade Board Decision No. 20850, of May 9, 
amends import regulations on the import of wool and wool yarns 
as from that date. 


Items affected by the amendments are given below: 
Additions to List F (items for which no cash deposit is required when 
issuing import approvals):

Payment” Arrangements 

As an exception to established procedures, import approvals may be 
issued to manufacturers and handicrafters for wool falling under Tariff 
No. 233 (b), (c) to be paid for against seven months’ time drafts; and for 
wool yarns against five months’ time drafts. 

The Executive Committee of the F.T.A. is authorized to issue approvals 
for imports against time drafts covering a period longer than the normal 
period in standing regulations for wool falling under Tariff No. 233 (a) 
(Wool, neither washed nor combed), should the foreign shipper offer such 
facilities. 


Tolerances 


A 5 per cent. tolerance is permitted only on the quantity (and consequently 
total value) of all commodities imported. (The notice in the Board of Trade 
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Journal of April 24, page 1012, on the tolerance percentage of 5 per cent. 
being revoked referred to unit prices only and not to quantity or total 
value). 


List A 


List A has been divided into three categories. Category I comprises 
those items originally on List A (see the Board of Trade Journal of September 
5, 1958, page 497), payment for which may be made by documentary credit 
only plus 40 per cent. for eventual Customs duties and other taxes. Category 
II comprises trucks (lorries) falling under Tariff No. 266 (a) - (a dis), and 
automobile chassis falling under Tariff No. 266 (d) (1). Payment for items 
in Category II require an advance cash deposit of 50 per cent. plus 20 per 
cent. of the invoice c.i.f. value. Category III comprises those items specified 
in the Board of Trade Fournal of April 24, page 1012, as being added to 
List A (textiles, etc., except Category II items). Payment for items in 
Category III require an advance cash deposit of 100 per cent. plus 40 per 
cent. of the invoice c.i.f. value. 


Global Quotas 


The cash guarantee of 10 per cent. required for the commodities imported 
under these quotas is not in place of the usual appropriate advance cash 
deposit, but may be accounted for as part of the appropriate advance cash 
deposit when the respective import approval is obtained (see the Board of 
Trade Journal of April 24, page 1012). 


Fluorescent Lighting Apparatus 
Duty Amended 


THE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that the 
Government have made an Order entitled the Imposition of Duties 
(No. 63) (Electric Fluorescent Lighting Apparatus) Order, 1959. 
The effect of the Order which came into operation on May 22, is: 
(i) To impose a Customs duty on certain electric fluorescent lighting 
fixtures, fittings and tubes (Tariff Ref. No. 92/7). 


(ii) To terminate with effect from May 21 the existing Customs duties 
at Tariff Ref. Nos. 92/5 and 92/6 on certain fluorescent lighting 
fixtures, fittings and tubes.

(a) Articles which are designed, constructed and intended for medical, 
surgical or scientific purposes or for stage lighting purposes; or 

(b) Articles liable to the duty at Tariff Ref. No. 199/1 (Neon signs and 
tubes). 


Licensing Provisions. — Provision is made for the importation under 
licence without payment of duty or at a reduced rate of duty of goods 
intended for use in a process of manufacture or for the equipment of an 
industrial undertaking. 

The Order also contains a special licensing provision whereby goods 
affected at (a) of the new duty (fluorescent tubes) which were chargeable 
with duty and were on order or in transit prior to May 22, 1959, may be 
imported, under licence, at the rate of the duty with which they were 
chargeable immediately before that date. 


Licences are granted solely at the discretion of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, Kildare Street, Dublin, and applications 
should be addressed to the Secretary of that Department.

Some Bottles and Jars Free from Duties 


TARIFF ITEM No. 79a) of the First Schedule to the Kenya Customs 
Tariff Ordinance, 1958, (see Board of Trade Journal of August 1, 
1958, pages 248-254) empowers the Minister, by Notice in the Kenya 
Gazette, to specify types of bottles and jars which may be admitted 
free of duty into Kenya. The Notice published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on September 19, 1958, page 600, (listing types of bottles and 
jars admitted duty-free) has been now cancelled and Notice 153 
dated April 16, 1959, issued under the above-mentioned powers, 
allows the duty-free entry of the following types of bottles and jars 
(common, empty): 


(a) Sprinkler bottles having a nozzle opening formed in the bottle 
mouth; 

(b) bottles and jars made to receive and fitted with ground glass 
stoppers or lids; 

(c) bottles and jars of coloured glass indelibly embossed ‘Poison’ ; 

(d) bottles of square or hexagonal section for use in packing sauce or 
ketchup; 

(e) bottles and jars manufactured of plastic material; 

(f) bottles and jars manufactured of pyrex or equivalent special 
glass; 

(g) bottles and jars manufactured of opal glass; and 


(h) dark green glass wine bottles with push-up bottoms.

Customs Tariff Changes 


THE CUSTOMS Tariff (Amendment) Order in Council, 1959, amends

Tyres and Tubes. Under Public Notice No. 48 — 1.T.C.(P.N.)/59, 
dated May 18, it has been decided that supplementary licences will 
be granted to established importers of ‘Giant motor, motor cycle, 
bicycle tyres and tubes and flaps and solid tyres, but excluding tractor 
and off-the-road tyres and tubes’ falling under Serial No. 41(1i)/V. 
These supplementary licences will be valid only for import of tyres 
and tubes for trucks and bicycles in all sizes. 


Everpointed Pencils. Public Notice No. 44-1.T.C.(P.N.)/59, 
dated May 7, defines the distinction between everpointed pencils and 
other types of mechanical pencils as follows: 


(i) Everpointed pencils.—The pencil is composed of only two 
parts, i.e. the main barrel and the nozzle. It is of the size of 
ordinary pencil or slightly less in length and fitted with a main 
nozzle and inner nozzle which is split at the end and projects 
beyond the main nozzle and is capable of holding a thicker size, 
black lead/coloured lead slip. This pencil does not have any clip 
or if it has the clip it is not in a position to touch at any time 
the knuckles. 


Other types of propelling mechanical pencils. —- Other types of 
propelling mechanical pencils shorter than everpointed pencils 
in length (where the clip touched the knuckles while writing) 
with one or two nozzles, with mechanism to project the slip 
either by a push of the button at the top or by a circular move- 
ment of the barrel or the nozzle.

Code of Practice for Tile Flooring and Slab Flooring 


All work involved in the laying of clay tile or concrete tile flooring 
brick flooring and natural or cast stone flooring bedded on a soli; 
base is dealt with in this revised Code of Practice (CP,202:1959) 


In a section devoted to design the Code provides guidance on th 
influence of site conditions on the base and floor covering, and poiny 
to the need to use a damp-proof membrane beneath the base. The re. 
lationship between base (solid and suspended floor construction) 
and finish is discussed at length, particularly in regard to failures aris; 
from the variable stress in the base and finish — and this leads to recom. 
mendations for bedding the floor finish on a separating layer. The 
durability of the recommended floor finishing materials is considered in 
relation to their resistance to mechanical failure, abrasion, compression, 
and impact; and to the resistance to deterioration and degree of slipper. 
ness of the finished surface. 


A section on ‘laying technique’ gives recommendations for laying 
a separating layer of either sand, felt, building paper or polythene film, 
There is useful information on the bedding of clay tile, concrete tile and 
brick flooring in cement mortar direct to a base, or on a separating 
layer. Also dealt with are bedding in bituminous composition, dry 
bedding and ‘bituminous laid’ bedding. 


Other subjects treated in this essentially practical publication ar 
the width of joints and the use of expansion joints, and the laying of 
natural stone and cast stone flooring. 


The Code concludes with a short section on inspection of the com. 
pleted flooring and one on maintenance. The latter gives guidance on 
the use of cleaning agents for the various types of floor surfaces 
discussed in the Code.

Engineers’ cold chisels 


Useful as a cold chisel may be to the engineer, it can also be: 
potential ‘danger weapon’. A single blow from a hammer head can 
scatter chips of metal from chisel and hammer, an effect which 
could injure the user — particularly his eyes. 


Hence, safety is a dominant theme in this new publication (B.S. 
3066) which takes account of reports circulated by the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Accidents. In it, the risk of mishap to users of 
cold chisels is minimized by:

(6) Requiring each tool to be marked to show the type of sted 
from which it has been made, thus reducing the possibility 
of the user’s applying the wrong heat treatment.
